As the numbers show, the 
transit strike did have an im¬ 
pact on ridership. 

April reports show revenue 
is down by four per cent in the 
first full month of transit ser¬ 
vice since the strike. 

The six-week strike ended 
March 13, when the Amal¬ 
gamated Transit Union Local 
508 and Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil both voted to accept a deal. 
Customers were given free 
transit for the rest of March. 

On Thursday, Metro News 
learned revenues were down 
by $111,200 in April compared 
to the same month last year. 
This doesn’t include income 
from Metro Link and MetroX, 
which wasn’t available. 

Most of the hit came from 
conventional transit, which 
decreased $107,900, while 
community transit dropped 
by $7,000. 

“It’s about exactly what we 
expected,” said Tiffany Chase, 
Metro Transit spokeswoman. 
“We had said during the strike 
we would anticipate a four per 


cent reduction in revenue and 
that’s exactly where it’s at for 
the month of April.” 

Ken Wilson, president of 
ATU Local 508, said typically 
transit loses five to 10 per cent 
ridership after a strike. “So 
that’s in the ballpark,” he said. 

But Wilson said the num¬ 
bers don’t sound right be¬ 
cause drivers aren’t reporting 
any lighter bus loads. Wilson 
suspects it could be people 
using Februaiy tickets or 
transfers to ride the bus for an 
hour and a half. 

The loss will be absorbed 
into the budget, but Metro 
Transit does service adjust¬ 
ments four times a year with 
one coming this month. 

“What Metro Transit will 
do is monitor incoming rev¬ 
enue closely, and there might 
be other areas where budgets 
can be adjusted so that we 
maintain the level of service 
council agreed to,” Chase 
said.

Halifax courts full 
of drug cases: 
Crown lawyer 

Jeff Moors, a Halifax 
federal Crown attorney, 
said he’s noticed a bump 
in drug offences pouring 
through the courts. 

“I would say over 
the past three years I’ve 
noticed an increase,” he 
said on Thursday, adding 
that when it comes to 
drug offences there are 
many repeat offenders. 

The bulk of charges 
seem to be for pos¬ 
session, but there are 
still many trafficking 
offences, Moors said. 
Many of the possession 
charges are dealt with 
through non-judicial 
means and often don’t 
take a lot of court time. 

Coun. Steve Streatch, 
a member of the Halifax 
police commission, 
said getting at the root 
causes of crime and at¬ 
tacking the drug trade 
will make a big differ¬ 
ence in the crime rate. 

“I’m pleased we are 
making progress in 
certain areas, but it’s 
obvious to me we need 
to work harder and dig 
a little deeper in some 
other areas, especially 
the drug offences,” 
Streatch said. 

“It disappoints me, 
but doesn’t surprise me 
that the drug offences 
are up but it is consist¬ 
ent with what Chief 
(Frank) Beazley has been 
talking to the commis¬ 
sion about.”

HRM’s first-quarter crime 
stats tell an interesting story: 
total Criminal Code offences 
are down seven per cent, but 
drug offences are up a start¬ 
ling 37 per cent. 

The statistics from the first 
quarter of 2012 compared to 
the first quarter of 2011 will 
be discussed at Monday’s Hali¬ 
fax police commission meet¬ 
ing. 

Many offences are down 


including homicides — down 
by three per cent — and vio¬ 
lent crime in general is down 
10 per cent. Robberies, at¬ 
tempted murders, assaults, 
prostitution — all down. 

But propping up the num¬ 
bers: failure to appear and 
bail violations are up by 70 
per cent. Theft over $5,000 
is up 113 per cent, and theft 
under $5,000 is up 26 per 
cent (largely due to thefts 
from motor vehicles). 

Reorganizing the drug 
unit last fall and going after 
mid-level drug dealers seems 
to have paid off for Halifax 
police. 

“The increase in drug of¬ 
fences (in the first-quarter 
crime statistics) would be 
directly related to an increase 
in enforcement,” said Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter.

cision we made last year to 
go after drug dealers or the 
people involved in the drug 
subculture, but specifically 
mid-level drug dealers we be¬ 
lieve are connected with the 
violence.” 

Halifax police reworked 
the drug unit to create a guns- 
and-drugs team specifically 
targeting middle manage¬ 
ment of the local drug trade. 
Palmeter said investigators 
believe it’s those offenders 
who are responsible for the 
number of shootings around 
HRM.

“It’s our belief that vio¬ 
lence and drugs are connect¬ 
ed, so if you can disrupt the 
activity of the people involved 
in the drug subculture, that 
should have a positive impact 
on the violence level in the 
HRM,” Palmeter said.

Education Minister Ramona 
Jennex defended her govern¬ 
ment’s education cuts on 
Thursday, saying the reduction 
in teaching positions is meant 
to “rebalance” the system. 

Jennex again pointed to 
declining enrolment as justi¬ 
fication for tightening school- 
board budgets. 

“This is a case of where 
we are rebalancing a system,” 
Jennex told reporters. “We’re 
in the position of looking at 
making sure that our resources 
match the number of students 
in our system.” 

Jennex was responding to 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board’s decision to cut 152 
teaching positions as they at¬ 
tempt to balance their books.

Nova Scotia Teacher’s Union 
president Alexis Allen called 
the cuts to teaching staff at 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board “devastating.”

Cuts will have ripple effect on schooling: Educator 


The announcement the Halifax 
Regional School Board will be 
cutting over 150 teaching jobs 
next year is leaving many local 
educators worried. 

Fewer teachers will result 
in lower-quality education, said 
Jamie Falcone, head of the Eng¬ 
lish department at Prince An¬ 
drew High School. 

“It’s going to drastically af¬ 


fect every aspect of schooling,” 
he said Thursday, adding there 
has already been discussion 
at Prince Andrew about what 
courses need to be dropped. Fal¬ 
cone said electives like tech-ed, 
art, or specific skills programs 
will likely be the first to go. 

“These are the courses that 
quite often will stop the kids 
that aren’t necessarily the most 


academic students from drop¬ 
ping out,” Falcone said. 

Part of the school board’s 
plan includes cutting term jobs, 
as well as not hiring any recent 
education graduates. Falcone 
said the lack of young, ener¬ 
getic teachers is necessary if a 
school wants to thrive. 

One of those young teach¬ 
ers, 23-year-old Emma Kozilc of

“You land of wonder if you 
made the right decision in your 


career choice,” Kozik said. “It’s 
going to be a long haul in tiying 
to find some work.” 

The province says the 0.9 
per cent drop in funding was 
done due to declining enrol¬ 
ment, but Falcone said the de¬ 
cline isn’t enough to warrant 
losing teachers.

Criticism. News comes in 
same week Nova Scotia

Top power company executives 
in Nova Scotia saw big raises 
in 2011, prompting scathing 
criticism from opposition polit¬ 
icians in the provincial legisla¬ 
ture Thursday. 

Newly released documents 
show the head of Emera, the 
parent company of Nova Sco¬ 
tia Power, made over $122,000 
more in base salary in 2011 
than he did the year before. 

The private company’s 
website shows president and 
CEO Chris Huskilson earned 
$747,115 in salary last year. 

But once share options and 
pension contributions are add¬ 
ed, Husldlson’s total compensa¬ 
tion climbed to $2.99 million 
last year, slightly up from $2.96 
million in 2010. 

Emera executive vice- 
president Nancy Tower took 
home $1.4 million in total com¬ 
pensation last year, compared 
to just over $1 million in 2010. 


Rob Bennett, president and 
CEO of Nova Scotia Power, saw 
his total compensation package 
rise to $1.15 million last year, 
up from $934,212 the previous 
year. 

Emera spokeswoman Sasha 
Irving said the company would 
not be commenting on the pay 
packages. 

However, the documents 


say Huskilson’s total compensa¬ 
tion package was reviewed in 
relation to “comparable indus¬ 
try counterparts.” 

They also say Huskilson’s 
base salary increased due to his 
“superior performance during 
his tenure.” 

In Bennett’s case, the docu¬ 
ments state that Nova Scotia 
Power delivered increases in

away from criticizing the in¬ 
creases outright, but pointed 
out that the Nova Scotia 
Utility and Review Board is 
free to review the salaries as 
part of any rate application 
by Nova Scotia Power. 

“I think it’s important that 
the administrative costs be 
kept down and be as reason¬ 
able as possible,” he said. 

earnings year over year under 
his leadership “contributing 
$123.5 million to consolidated 
net income for the year ended 
Dec. 31, 2011, compared to

The pay hikes drew heavy 
criticism from opposition polit¬ 
icians at the legislature. 

Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬

To nobody’s surprise, the gov¬ 
erning NDP voted down an 
opposition amendment Thurs¬ 
day that would have triggered 
an election if the government 
went back on a promise to re¬ 
duce the HST in 2014. 

But Premier Darrell Dexter 
said there was no need for the 
amendment — the promise 
will be law. 

The opposition Liberals 
brought forward the amend¬ 
ment to the Financial Measures 
Act on Thursday, which would 
have automatically triggered 
a general election if the NDP 
didn’t cut the provincial sales 
tax by one percentage point in 
2014, as promised. 

“This government, this 
premier, has a history of tell¬ 
ing Nova Scotians one thing 


prior to them voting and doing 
something very different after 
they vote,” said Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil. 

“We wanted to put some as¬ 
surances that they wouldn’t be 
able to change their mind.” 

Dexter accused the Grits of 
playing politics. “I’m not going 
to waste my time speculating 
what might happen in the next 
term of our government,” Dex¬ 
ter told reporters. 

Somewhat confusingly, Mc¬ 
Neil wouldn’t commit to lower¬ 
ing the HST himself should the 
Liberals form the 62nd govern¬ 
ment. McNeil said the commit¬ 
ment was the NDP’s, and the 
Liberals would undertake a 
comprehensive tax review be¬ 
fore deciding. 

When asked when that 
decision will be made, McNeil 
said it’s up to the government 
to call the election. They are ex¬ 
pected to do so in 2013.

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Hockey. MacLean takes 
flack for 9-11 comment 


For once, Don Cherry isn’t in the 
hot seat over what he said on 
Hockey Night In Canada. 

Instead it’s his longtime on- 
air companion Ron MacLean, 
who sparked controversy when 
he compared players to 9-11 
first responders prior to Wed¬ 
nesday’s playoff game between 
New York and Washington. 

At the start of the broadcast, 
MacLean notes that the two cit¬ 
ies were united by the tragedy 
of the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks. 

He says it is “crazy to com¬ 
pare what the emergency re¬ 
sponders did during that time, 
but a spirit has to start some¬ 
where.” 

He then goes on to say you 
“can’t help but be struck by 
the players and the way they’ve 
played these games. 

“They are like police officers, 
they are like firefighters. You 
can’t fight fire with ego. The 
pain these men have faced, the 
price they keep on paying, the 
hearts they keep on lifting.” 

MacLean and the CBC issued 
a statement Thursday to “clari¬ 
fy” the comments, which were 
rebuked by columnists on both 
sides of the border and scorned 
on Twitter. 

But his statement failed to 
soothe some on the social-net¬ 



working website, who noted 
he opted to explain rather than 
back down from the compari¬ 
son. 

“Ron Maclean decides to de¬ 
fend instead of back off his ... 
ridiculous hyperbole. A stupid, 
disrespectful comparison but 
not malicious,” tweeted Jason 
Pachlcowski of Regina. 

While he didn’t retract the 
comments in the statement,

A laptop computer belong¬ 
ing to the man accused of 
kidnapping, sexually as¬ 
saulting and killing Victoria 
Stafford was used to search 
online for “real underage 
rape” and “nude preteen” 
not long before the eight- 
year-old was abducted, court 
documents indicate. 

But the jury in Michael 
Rafferty’s trial — now se¬ 
questered and deciding 
his fate — doesn’t know 
it, along with a number of 
other facts that the court 
deemed inadmissible. 

The Crown contends 
Rafferty also downloaded 
“substantial” amounts of 


child pornography, and 
there was evidence of snuff 
films — movies depicting 
real killings — on his lap¬ 
top. A woman he met online 
alleged that he drugged, 
choked and raped her. A lit¬ 
any of past dates reported 
he had a penchant for sexual 
choking. Some even com¬ 
plained of his “disconcert¬ 
ing” behaviour toward their 
children. 

The jury doesn’t know 
that, either. 

Superior Court Judge 
Thomas Heeney refused 
to allow evidence found 
on Rafferty’s laptop and 
BlaclcBerry — the searches, 
the evidence of child porn 
and a downloaded movie 
about Karla Homolka — be¬ 
cause the search violated 
Rafferty’s charter rights. 

When police legally 
searched Rafferty’s car 
and found the two devices, 
they should have obtained 
another search warrant to 
examine their contents,

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Sochi. Chechens, Georgians 
blamed for foiled terror plot 


Russian agents have foiled ter¬ 
ror attack plans on the Black 
Sea resort of Sochi, host of the 
2014 Winter Olympics, author¬ 
ities said Thursday, blaming 
Chechen separatists and neigh¬ 
bouring Georgia for jointly 
masterminding the plans. 

Georgian authorities and se¬ 
curity experts, however, called 
the accusations “paranoid” and 
“hard to believe.” 

Russia’s National Anti-Ter¬ 
rorist Committee said the FSB, 
the successor agency to the 
KGB, had discovered 10 caches 
of weapons and ammunition 
on May 4 and May 5 in Geor¬ 
gia’s breakaway republic of 
Abkhazia, which lies just miles 
from Sochi. 


The arms seized included 
portable surface-to-air mis¬ 
siles, grenade launchers, flame 
throwers, grenades, rifles, ex¬ 
plosives and maps, the security 
service said. 

Authorities said the terror¬ 
ists were planning to smuggle 
the explosives and arms into 
Sochi “between 2012 and 2014 
to use them during the prepara¬ 
tions and during the games.” 

They did not elaborate on 
how they came to this conclu¬ 
sion. 

Sochi is less than a dozen 
miles away from Russia’s bor¬ 
der with Abkhazia, a tiny prov¬ 
ince that declared independ¬ 
ence from Georgia in 2008.

Russian jet sales in limbo 
after disastrous test flight 


Sukhoi. Moscow jumps 
to plane's defence

The crash of a new, Russian- 
made jetliner into a jagged 
Indonesian volcano during a 
flight to impress potential buy¬ 
ers threw doubt on dozens of 
plane sales Thursday just as 
Moscow seeks a comeback in 
foreign markets. All 45 people 
aboard were feared dead. 

Search and rescue teams 
climbed through the mist- 
shrouded, jungly terrain for 
nearly 20 hours to reach the 
site where the plane roared in 
at nearly 800 km/h Wednesday, 
exploding and raining debris 
down a nearly vertical slope. 

When the weather clears, 
bodies will have to be hoisted 
by nets and ropes onto hov¬ 
ering choppers, said Gagah 
Pralcoso, a spokesman for the 
national search and rescue 
agency. 

“We’re still searching for 
survivors,” he said. “But it

The Sukhoi Superjet-100 — 
Russia’s first new model of pas¬ 
senger jet since the fall of the 
Soviet Union two decades ago

neglected aerospace industiy. 

Indonesia, the fourth stop 
of a six-nation “Welcome 
Asia!” tour, was one of Sukhoi’s 


brightest hopes, accounting for 
a big chunk of the 170 orders 
taken globally so far. 

Kartika Airlines, Sky Avi¬ 
ation and Queen Air — among 
dozens of airlines to have 
popped up in the nation of 240 
million to meet the growing 
demand for cheap air travel 
in the last decade — together 
were aiming to buy at least 48. 

“We will wait for the result 


of the investigation before 
making any further (purchas¬ 
ing) decisions,” said Arifin 
Seman, one of the top execu¬ 
tives at Kartika. 

Krisman Tarigan, president- 
director of Sky, said he 
“wouldn’t rule out cancellation 
if it turned out the crash oc¬ 
curred because the plane was 
not airworthy.”

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Deadly car bombs shake Syria 



Terror in Damascus. 

Massive blasts near 
government building 
kill 55 and further 
derail dwindling hopes 
for an end to violence 


Twin suicide car bombs ex¬ 
ploded outside a military in¬ 
telligence building and lulled 
55 people Thursday, tossing 
mangled bodies in the street in 
the deadliest attack against a 
regime target since the Syrian 
uprising began 14 months ago. 

The bombings fuelled fears 
of a rising Islamic militant ele¬ 
ment among the forces seek¬ 
ing to oust President Bashar 
Assad and dealt a further blow 
to international efforts to end 
the bloodshed. 

The first car bomb went 
off on a key six-lane highway 
during the morning rush hour, 
knocking down a security wall 
outside the government build¬ 
ing and drawing people to the 
scene, witnesses said. A much 
larger blast soon followed, 
shaking the neighbourhood, 
setting dozens of cars ablaze 
and sending up a grey mush¬ 
room cloud visible around the 
capital. 


Syrian state TV showed doz¬ 
ens of bodies, some charred or 
dismembered, strewn in the 
rubble or still inside damaged 
cars. An Associated Press re¬ 
porter at the scene saw med¬ 
ics in rubber gloves picking 
through the site for human 
remains amid the two craters 
that were blasted into the as¬ 


phalt. 

The Interior Ministiy, 
which oversees the police 
and security services, said 55 
people were killed and more 
than 370 were wounded. Of¬ 
ficials said suicide bombers 
detonated explosives weighing 
more than 1,000 kilograms. 

The government blamed 


the attack on armed terrorists 
it says are driving the upris¬ 
ing, which has grown into the 
strongest threat to the Assad 
family dynasty in its four dec¬ 
ades in power. 

Syria’s UN ambassador, 
Bashar Ja’afari, told the Se¬ 
curity Council that a second 
bombing in Aleppo on Thurs-

day also killed civilians and 
damaged property. 

A leader of the Free Syrian 
Army, an umbrella group of 
anti-regime militias through¬ 
out the country, condemned 
the Damascus attack and de¬ 
nied the group was involved. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility, but a 
shadowy militant group call¬ 
ing itself the Al-Nusra Front 
has claimed past attacks 
through statements on mil¬ 
itant websites.

World powers seeking to 
halt Syria’s unrest con¬ 
demned the attack and 
urged all sides to adhere 
to a ceasefire brokered 
by UN and Arab League 
envoy Kofi Annan. 

“In order to prevent 
another escalation of 
violence, we continue to 
call on the Syrian regime 
to fully and immediately 
implement the Annan 
plan,” U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman 
Victoria Nuland said in 
Washington. 

Maj. Gen. Robert Mood, 
the Norwegian head of a 
team of observers oversee¬ 
ing the ceasefire, toured 
the site and said the Syr¬ 
ian people do not deserve 
this “terrible violence.” 

“It is not going to solve 
any problems,” he said. 

“It is only going to create 
more suffering for women 
and children.”

Suicide bombers 
hit Afghanistan 

Taliban militants dressed in 
police uniforms blew them¬ 
selves up after being caught 
trying to sneak through 
a checkpoint Thursday in 
eastern Afghanistan, killing 
five people, authorities 
said. 

The men refused to sur¬ 


render, triggering an hour- 
long gun battle with police 
during which two attackers 
were fatally shot and the 
remaining four detonated 
vests rigged with explo¬ 
sives, Zadran said. Two civil¬ 
ians and three policemen 
were killed in the blasts, 
and another three police 
officers were wounded. 

Zadran said the men 
were on their way to attack 
a district government of¬ 
fice.

The Pentagon reacts. U.S. military vows it will 
continue search for soldier held captive by Taliban 


The militaiy and the intelli¬ 
gence community are doing 
everything possible to find 
26-year-old Sgt. Bowe Berg- 
dahl, who was taken prisoner 
in Afghanistan almost three 
years ago, Pentagon leaders 
said Thursday in the aftermath 
of criticism from the soldier’s 


family. 

Army Gen. Martin Dempsey, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, says there is a poster of 
the soldier inside U.S. Central 
Command’s operations centre 
as a constant reminder that 
he is missing in action. He said 
he has met with Bergdahl’s 


parents in his office and cor¬ 
responded with them several 
times. 

Bergdahl’s parents went 
public this week with secret 
U.S. attempts to trade their son 
for Taliban prisoners in U.S. 
hands. They say they are frus¬ 
trated by what they believe are 


stalled efforts to free him. 

He is the subject of a pro¬ 
posed prisoner swap in which 
the Obama administration 
would allow the transfer of 
five Taliban prisoners long held 
at the U.S. military prison at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba.

Mayan astronomy more 
optimistic than we thought? 



Celestial calendar. 

Small room inside 
Guatemalan ruins 
reveals detailed work 
and calls into question 
doomsday predictions 


Archaeologists have found a 
small room in Mayan ruins 
where royal scribes appar¬ 
ently used walls like a black¬ 
board to keep track of astro¬ 
nomical records and the 
society’s intricate calendar 
some 1,200 years ago. 

The walls reveal the oldest 
known astronomical tables 
from the Maya. Scientists al¬ 
ready knew they must have 
been keeping such records at 
that time, but until now the 
oldest known examples dated 
from about 600 years later. 

Astronomical records 
were key to the Mayan calen¬ 
dar, which has gotten some 
attention recently because 
of doomsday warnings that it 
predicts the end of the world 
this December. Experts say 
it makes no such prediction. 
The new finding provides a 


bit of backup: The calcula¬ 
tions include a time span 
longer than 6,000 years, 
meaning it could extend well 
beyond 2012. 

“Why would they go into 
those numbers if the world 
is going to come to an end 
this year?” observed Anthony 
Aveni of Colgate University in 
Hamilton, N.Y., an expert on 
Mayan astronomy. 

Aveni, along with William 
Saturno of Boston University 
and others, report the discov¬ 


ery in Friday’s issue of the 
journal Science. 

The room is part of a large 
complex of Mayan ruins in 
the rain forest at Xultun in 
northeastern Guatemala. The 
walls also contain portraits of 
a seated king and some other 
figures, but it’s clear those 
have no connection to the 
astronomical writings, the 
scientists said. 

One wall contains a cal¬ 
endar based on phases of 
the moon, covering about 13

years. The researchers said 
they think it might have been 
used to keep track of which 
deity was overseeing the 
moon at particular times. 

Aveni said it would allow 
scribes to predict the appear¬ 
ance of a full moon years in 
advance, for example. Such 
record-keeping was key to 
Mayan astrology and rituals 
and could have been used to 
advise the king on when to go 
to war or how good the year’s 
crops would be, he said. 

On an adjacent wall are 
numbers indicating four 
time spans from roughly 935 
to 6,700 years. It’s not clear 
what they represent, but 
maybe the scribes were doing 
calculations that combined 
observations from important 
astronomical events like the 
movements of Mars, Venus 
and the moon, the research¬ 
ers said. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

A new poll suggests the New 
Democrats are widening their 
support across the country. 

The Canadian Press Harris 
Decima survey indicates that 
the NDP have 34 per cent of 
popular support, compared 


to 30 per cent for the Con¬ 
servatives. 

With a margin of error 
of 2.2 percentage points, 
support for the two parties 
could be equally split. 

“Remember this is a party 
that a decade ago, half the 
electorate said they would 
”never“ vote for,” said Allan 
Gregg, chairman of Harris 
Decima. 

“To broaden their base as 
we see in these data is quite 
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remarkable.” 

Overall, the Liberals 
continue to hold steady at 
20 per cent support, the poll 
suggests.

Conservative MPs have agreed 
to impose a maximum 10-year 
prison term on protesters who 
wear masks during a riot. 

A proposed private mem¬ 
bers’ bill would make it a 
crime for protesters to wear 
a mask or disguise while par¬ 
ticipating in a riot or unlaw¬ 
ful assembly, and this week 
the Harper government put 
its weight behind the legisla¬ 
tion. 

The Conservative majority 
on a House of Commons com¬ 
mittee that’s examining the 
bill has taken matters a step 
further by doubling the pro¬ 
posed maximum prison term 
to 10 years from five. 

Blake Richards, the Con¬ 
servative backbencher who 
proposed the new legislation, 
has said he sees the law as be¬ 
ing mainly preventative in na¬ 
ture, allowing police to step in

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Number of 
farms drops 


StatsCan. Agricultural 
census shows farmers 
are shifting efforts 
away from the cattle 
farming that was once 
the industry's backbone 


Canada’s agricultural land¬ 
scape — once dominated by 
small farms and plentiful 
livestock — is now character¬ 
ized by larger operations that 
focus on crop production, 
new census numbers sug¬ 
gested Thursday. 

Data from Statistics Can¬ 
ada’s 2011 census of agricul¬ 
ture showed the country’s 
farmers are consolidating 
their operations and shifting 
their efforts away from the 
cattle farming that was once 
the backbone of Canadian 
farming. 

The number of total farms 
shrank 10.3 per cent since 
the last census release in 
2006, continuing a down¬ 
ward trend that first surfaced 
in 1941. The number of farm 
operators also dropped 10.1 


per cent over the period. 

Data suggests, however, 
that the decline in overall 
numbers doesn’t necessarily 
point to a downturn in total 
farming. 

Although the number 
of farms slipped to 205,730 
from 229.373 in the previ¬ 
ous census, StatsCan said 
many smaller farms have 
been consolidated into larger 
operations over that five year 
stretch. 

The total area of land be¬ 
ing farmed slipped only four 
per cent to 160,155,748 acres, 
while the average farm size 
jumped seven per cent to 778 
acres. 

Alfons Weersinlc, profes¬ 
sor of agriculture at the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph, said dig¬ 
ging deeper into the census 
data reveals a sector that’s in 
fairly robust health. 

“The last several years 
have been good for most of 
agriculture,” Weersinlc said in 
a telephone interview. “Prof¬ 
its have been up, prices have 
been increased quite signifi¬ 
cantly from the last census.... 
There’s been a significant 

boost up.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Google. Bing builds search 
showcase for social media 


Microsoft’s Bing search en¬ 
gine is heading in a new 
direction as it drills deeper 
into Faceboolc’s social net¬ 
work and Twitter’s mes¬ 
saging service to showcase 
information unlikely to be 
found on Google. 

The changes, unveiled 
Thursday, will reshape how 
Bing displays its search re¬ 
sults. It represents Micro¬ 
soft’s most dramatic shift 
in Internet search since the 
software maker introduced 
Bing as a “decision engine” 
nearly three years ago. 

Microsoft Corp. is count¬ 
ing on the new format to 
loosen Google’s strangle¬ 
hold on the lucrative Inter¬ 
net search market. In the 
process, Microsoft hopes 
to turn a profit in its on¬ 
line division, which has 
lost more than $6.3 billion 
US since Bing’s June 2009 
debut. 

Bing replaced “Live 
Search,” a mostly futile at¬ 
tempt to challenge Google. 
Microsoft touted Bing as 
a Google alternative that 
would provide more mean¬ 
ingful results by helping 
people make important de¬ 
cisions, such as picking a 
doctor and finding the best 


time to buy an airline tick¬ 
et.

Regina Spelctor would really 
appreciate it if you could put 
your camera phone videos of 
her performances up online. 

Not only do those videos 
help her remember how the 
new songs she is working out 
in concert go, but they also 
help her retrieve songs that 
she forgets how to play. 

“In Florida I had to go on¬ 
line and go to YouTube and 
figure out the chords,” she 
says of a song from her 2009 
album, Far. “Fve written so 
much stuff since then that I’ve 
pushed it out of my head.” 

And as far as the bootlegs 
of songs in progress go, she 
says if not for those phone 
videos, the songs Patron Saint 
and Open probably wouldn’t 
have even made it onto her 
new album, What We Saw 
from the Cheap Seats.

es her lips together to fake a 
trumpet part. 

“When I wrote it, in my 
mind it was just a place¬ 
holder for a real trumpet,” 
she says. “First of all, it’s 
really fun to do; it’s a fun feel¬ 
ing, like even walking around 
the house being a trumpet. If 
you bring things from their 
implied state to a real state, 
sometimes it becomes better 
and sometimes, I don’t know

Spiritualized’s Pierce uses pain as motivation

Spiritualized records have a 
history of being some of the 
most intricate, complex and 
laborious undertakings in 
modern rock. Conceived from 
the mind of Jason Pierce and 
translated to tape, Spiritual¬ 
ized’s musical journey has in¬ 
cluded psychedelic freakouts 
and overwhelming orchestral 
offerings to gospel soul and 
epic etherealism. Exploring 
the sonic peaks and valleys 
of drug use complete with 


religious allusions, the band’s 
anxious buildups and tri¬ 
umphant crescendos are like 
symphonies for substance 
sympathizers. 

Jason Pierce isn’t easy to 
track down, but at the last pos¬ 
sible moment, Metro was able 
to talk to him about the recent 
release of his seventh album, 
Sweet Heart Sweet Light. 

“I f—ing hate making re¬ 
cords,” says Pierce, wryly. “I 
really do. And it just gets hard¬ 
er. Sometimes I think I just 
make a record to tour because 
I feel the need to get back on 
the road. There’s something 


exciting live when you’re 
pushing it and you’re within 
it, but you’re not frying to 
hold onto it.” 

Pierce says when he started 
making Sweet Heart, he want¬ 
ed it to sound like the Beatles. 

“Then halfway through I 
realized I didn’t really like the 
Beatles,” he says. “Not that I 
don’t like the Beatles’ music, 
but I decided I wouldn’t like to 
make a record like that.” 

He says he was looking to 
produce sounds that defied 
genre classification. 

“I wanted to make some¬ 
thing where you didn’t have 


to be hip to a certain style or 
music, you could just sit and 
listen to it like a collection of 
songs that really worked,” he 
says. “When I tried to put that 
down, it became very hard to 
make. Anyone frying to make 
pop music has nowhere to 
hide. You can’t hide in an ab¬ 
stract idea. It doesn’t really 
come with a disclaimer.” 

While his previous record 
followed his near-death ex¬ 
perience with double pneu¬ 
monia, Sweet Heart Sweet 
Light was written during 
another health scare, one he 
doesn’t like to talk about.

Bernie Finkelstein sounds 
relaxed over the phone 
from his getaway in Prince 
Edward County. Fruits 
of having sold his True 
North Records in late 
2007?

I’ve gone 
from 21 acts to managing 
just one, plus I closed the 
office in Toronto.” 

Bernie is being asked 
to talk a lot about himself 
these days with the 
publication of his autobiog¬ 
raphy, True North: A Life in 
the Music Business, which 
starts with his time as an 
air force brat through all 
his years running one of 
the most important and 
most successful independ¬ 
ent music labels in this 
country. True North also 
had interests in artist man¬ 
agement, music publishing 
and concert promotion. 

“I thought I’d better 
write down these mem¬ 
ories so that maybe one 
day in the future when 
someone is researching 
the history of Canadian 
music, they can find my 
book on a dusty library 
shelf somewhere — if 
those things still exist — 
and use it to tell the story.” 

Bernie is concerned 
about Canadians’ short 
memory when it comes 
to musical heritage. “Feist 
was not the first person 
to have a No. 1 hit on a 
Canadian independent 
label. Have we forgotten 
about what Sarah McLach- 
lan did on Nettwerk? But 
it’s understandable, given 
that we’re overwhelmed 
with American music 
history.” 

True North was 
founded in 1969, two 
years before Canadian 
content regulations went 
into effect. “You have to 
understand that back 
then there was no Can¬ 
adian music industry.

1. Tomato Sauce: In a sauce¬ 
pan, stir together puree and 
water. Add onion, garlic, pars¬ 


ley, oregano and hot pepper 
flakes. Bring to a boil. Cover 
and simmer for about 30 min¬ 


utes or until slightly thick¬ 
ened; set aside. 

2. In a large bowl, combine 
pork, onion and garlic. Add 
pepper, cheese and parsley 
and stir until well distributed. 

3. Place 15 ml (1 tbsp) of the 
pork mixture onto a wonton 
wrapper. Brush edges with 
water and top with another 
wonton wrapper. Push down 
around pork filling to seal 
and place on parchment 
paper-lined baking sheet.
